The same doubt and
indeclislon exist in this as in all other
matters, of wvita) Interest to the men
here, notwithstanding the expressed
opinions of some of the high military
authorities. The only thing whch
seomed to Indicate that this corps
would be used as part of the army of
occupation fn Cuba was the appoint-
ment of Major General Butler as one
of the military commissioners to that
ijrlnnd. That was the turning point
which immediately warranted the cons
clusion that Havana would soon be the
Thirteenth's destination,

However, the entire conduct of the
war and the fate and fortunes of this
very corps itself proves beyond a
doubt nothing Is, til it actually s
Plans have been changed and adjusted
from hour to hour until {t has become
impoegible 1o conjecture what will
come mext, and, to say thig time this
bady of men, or that, will be sent to
Cuba on or about the first, or the mid-
dle of next October would be such a
flat, palpable contradiction of the gen-
eral conduct of affalrs during the pre-
wrent difficulty that it Is little Jess than
an absurdity, to state |t as a cortain-
fty. It may, and It may not, you may
take your cholee,

On this point one more thing sug-
Eosts  iteelf foralbly, Durlng actual
hostilities it was evidently the purpose
of the ndministration to give, In so far
as |t was possible, to each state in the
union some representation at the front,
and In this respect perhaps, Pennsyl-
vania has even more than 1ts quotn,
Now will this same systemn be carried
out while peace Is pending and after
it shall have been declared?If 20 then
geveral of the regiments of the Key-
stone state will be mustered out; and
even the three here, the Elghth, Thir-
teenth and Twefth, composing the
Third brigade of this division, would
be more than our state would be en-
titled to measgsured by the system and
method thus far pursued. While every-
thing is poesible nothing I8 certain,
and this {8 the sum total of the ques-
tion as it stands at present,

1t I8 the purpose of the authorities
to reduce slckness and dlsease to the
minimum, The dews which have been
falling nights for the past week are
extraordinary heivy. The grass |Is
drenched and the ground is damp, and
even the tents do not prevent the
ponchos which the men wear over them
while sleeping from belng wet through
and through, 11 I8 for the purpose of
adding something by way of conven-

fence to camp life, ana In order, at
the same time, to protect health and
life, that lumber is to be &pon Issued

to each regiment. 1t will be used for
tent foors, and will make the con-
ditions surrounding the men more en-
joyable and more healthful. All are
looking forward anxiously to this im-
provement, and especially now that it
is settled that we are to remaln here
long into the fall. Quartermaster Cox
expects that the lumber, at least in
part, will be received some time this
afternoon, and will be igsued by him
without delay, The remalnder, it ls
expected, will be here In o few days,

The usual Sunday services were held
yesterday morning in this brigade. As
the Rev, Mr. Rick, of the Twelfth, had
died at his home In Willlamsport, his
place was supplied in the morning at
830 o'clock by Chaplain 8Btahl, who
took for his text the words: “Where-
fore, seelng we are compassed about
with go great a cloud of witnesses, lot
us lay aside every welght and the sin
that doth so easlly beset us.”

tents would, to use a noutleal expres-
slon, “spring a leak" every time. This
defect Is now belng remedied to & cer-
tain extent and several new tents have
been lesued. More are expected in a
few days, and this has added much to
the comfort and happiness of the boys,
